Section 9(1) (a) and (c) gives a general mandate as to how the constituency should be 
distnbuted throughout the Union territory of Pondicherry. One of the Criteria is that the 
existing boundaries of the administrative units should be kept intact. The facilities of 
communication and public conveyances should be kept in mind and reserved constituencies 
should be distributed and spread throughout the Union Territory of Pondicherry to give 
representation to the Schedule Caste people throughout the Territory. Therefore, it becomes 
necessary for the Hon'ble Commission to distribute the reserved seats for the Scheduled Caste' 
population throughout in different parts of the State and Union Territory and locate as far as 
possible in those areas where the proponion of their population to the total is comparatively 
large. If both the criteria of (a) and (c) of the Section 9 (1) is scrupulously followed, the 
irresistible conclusion would be that the four reserved seats for the Scheduled Caste 

population in the Pondicherry region should be distributed throughout the four taluks in 
Pondicherry Region. 

At present the Hon'ble Delimitation Commission has allotted two reserved seats for 
the Scheduled Caste people of Bahour Taluk where the Scheduled Caste population is 
comparatively low. i.e. 30,525 
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L Bahour Taluk:

Total S. C. Population 30,525 

This Hon'ble Commission has allotted two reserved seats for Bahour Taluk where the 
Scheduled Caste population is 30,525. 

II. Pondicherry Revenue Taluk 

Total population . 2,75,634 

Total S.C. Population 31,471 

A larger population with higher number of Scheduled Caste people is denied any 
representation for the Scheduled Caste people in the legislative Assembly of Union Territory 
of Pondicherry. This comparative study of Zero representation to the Pondicherry Taluk 
Scheduled Caste people would only reveal that the urban Scheduled Caste people who suffer 
the most social discrimination, is denied a reserved seat for them. The problems of Scheduled 
Caste people in the urban area would be different from the problems of Schedule Caste people 
living in rural area. Therefore, denying a representation for the urban Scheduled Caste people 
living in the Pondicherry Revenue Taluk and Pondicherry Municipality, would be unjust and 
unreasonable^ Therefore, I suggest that the Pondicherry Revenue Taluk/Pondicherry 
Municipality should be given one reserved seat for the representation of the Scheduled Caste 
people in the Legislative Assembly of Union Territory of Pondicherry. 

Yillianur Revenue Taluk; 

Wliere the Scheduled Caste population is 37 . 000 . The Commission has allotted only 
on reser\'ed seat for the Scheduled Caste population. Oulgaret Revenue Village has a 
Scheduled Caste population of 21 , 924 . The Commission has allotted one seat. The 
Pondicherry Revenue Taluk has got a Scheduled Caste population of 31.471, 
comparatively larger than Bahour Revenue Taluk. It would be an injustice to deny the 
scheduled Caste people of Pondicherry Taluk a reserved seat so that they can also have 
representation in the Pondicherry Legislative Assembly. I would only make a suggestion that 
the Pondicherry Scheduled Caste people should be given an opportunity of having their own 
representative in the Legislative Assembly of Pondicherry which is being denied for the last 
40 years. In the interest of doing complete justice for the Scheduled Caste people of 







ondichcny region, the Commission may distribute one seat to each of the four Revenue 
Taluks so that the representation of Scheduled Caste people in the Legislative Assembly of 
Pondicheny is equally distributed throughout the Pondicherry region. 


Pisscnt Note No. 2 


I would impress upon the Delimitation Commission very respectfully that the Revenue 
Taluk and Revenue Firkas and Commune Panchayats should be taken into consideration as 
administrative units and no disturbances or spiliting of Revenue Firkas should occur while 
distributing the constituencies throughout the Union Territory of Pondicherry particularly 
Pondicherry region where it is possible. 

The Bahour Revenue Taluk has got three Revenue Firkas as follows: 


Nettapakkam Revenue Firka 
Bahour Revenue Firka 
Seliamedu Revenue Firka 


Nettapakkam Revenue Firka consists of the following villages: 

1) Maducarai, 2) Kariamanickara 3) Nettapakkam 4) Pandasozhanallur 5) Eripakkam 
6) Embalam 7) Korkadu 8) Kariakalampakkam, 

Salliamedu Revenue Fir ka consists of the following v!llafFe«i 2 

1) Selliamedu 2) Aranganoor 3) Kirumampakkam and 4) Pillayarkuppam 


Bahour Revenue Fir ka consists of the following villages: 

1) Panayadikuppam 2) Karayamputhur 3) Kaduvanur 4) Kuruvinatham 5} Parikalpattu 
6) Bahour 7) Utchimedu 8) Manapattu 9) Manamedu 10) Irulansandai. 

While the Hon'ble Commission Delimiting the Nettapakkam Constituency instead of 
grouping together the revenue firka of Nettapakkam into Nettapakkam Constituency, they 
have taken some hamlets(villages) from Bahour firka such as 1) Panayadikuppam 2) 
Karayamputhur 3) Manamedu and make them part of Nettapakkam Constituency. These tluee 
villages belong to Bahour a different Commune Panchayat. This is in violation of the mandate 
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prescribed by Section 9 (1) (a) of the Delimitation Act, 2002. The violation are two in nature. 
(1) The revenue Firkas were split and (2) Commune Panchayts also were spilit. Nettapakkam 
Constituency as per the Section 9 (1) (a) of the Delimitation Act, 2002 should come within the 
two administrative units (1) Nettapakkam Commune Panchayt and (2) Nettapakkam Revenue 
Firka. These two units should not be broken or split when villages are distributed to 
Nettapakkam Constituency. Therefore, I respectfully put forth my suggestion for the above 
said reason that the Nettapakkam Constituency may consists of the following villages. 

1) Maducarai, 2) Kariamanickam 3) Nettapakkam 4) Pandasozhanallur 5) Eripakkam and 
6) Embalam. 

The total population of all theses villages is 30,726. These six villages fall within the 
Nettapakkam Commune Panchayat and Nettapakkam Revenue Firka. Moreover they are well 
connected by State High Way. Roads and communications. The Commune Panchayat is the 
local administration and firka is the revenue administration. These are two important 
administrative units and it becomes necessary for the this commission' to consider my 
suggestions favourably.
